STATE AGENTS FOR STATE INSTITUTIONS.

8. F. 216.

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section twenty-six hundred ninety-two-a
(2692-a) and section twenty-six hundred ninety-two-c (2692-c), supplemental sup-
plement to the code, 1916, relating to appointment and compensation of state
agents by the Board of Control.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

1 SECTION 1. Number authorized. That the law as it appears in
section twenty-six hundred ninety-two-a (2692-a), supplemental
supplement to the code, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended by
striking from line six (6) of said section the word “four’” and by in-
gerting in lieu thereof the word “five.”

SEC. 2. Appropriation. That the law as it appears in section
twenty-six hundred ninety-two-c (2692-c), supplemental supplement
to the code, 1915, be and the same is hereby amended by striking
from line six (6) of said section the word “seven” and inserting in
lieu thereof the word “nine.”

SEC. 3. Publication clause. This act being deemed of immediate
importance shall take effect and be in force from and after its pub-
lication in the Des Moines Register and the Des Moines Capital, both
newspapers published in Des Moines, Iowa.
